‘We have already briefly referred to the 
decree issued some weeks ago by H.M. 
the Empress Dowager with reference to 
a proposal, ou the part of Tso Tsang. 
Vang, that steps should be taken to 
repair tho water-ways of the Metropo- 
litan Province. ‘The document in ques- 
tion gives very fow particulars of any 
kind respecting the suggested works; 
thore is but little to indicate either their 
extent or nature, so that wo are not in 
a position to judge of their probable 
results. Tho Prince of Ch’aun speaks 
of the enterprise, however, ns “novel” 
in its character, and this might lead ud 
to hope that pablic undertakings of a 
really usefal aud therefore exceptional 
description were in notual completion. 
Indeed, so “novol” did his Imperial 
Highness cousider it, that he prayed 
for the Prince of Kang to be associated 
with him in the direction of affairs; 
regarding that statesman, apparently, 
in the light of a convenient buffer, 
whose allianco would serve to modify 
the inevitable concussion which cannot 
but result from tho startling innova 
tions he suggests, But, on reading 
farther, there scems but little to neces- 
sitate these extraordinary precautions. 
As far as we cau see, from the brief 
remarks which follow, the proposal of 
‘Tso was simply that the neglect of years 
should bo temporarily patched up, and 
the water-courses of the province be 
reudered rather moro available for 
drainage and wavigation than they aro 
at presont. Spasmodic efforts at reme- 
dying long-neglected ovils are charac- 
teristic of the Chinese, whose fits of 
energy are ouly to be called out by an 
aceumulution of emergencies, and each 
one of which is the signal for com- 
mening another period of apatby and 
repose. 

‘Sach, in effect, is the scheme actually 
proposed, and shortly to be carried 
out. A very different programme was, 
however, attributed to the heads of 
Government by popular ramour at the 
time. It was well known that a rather 
sharp dispute bad arisen between the

The arid 
plaius of the Metropolitan Province were 
to be converted into rich and fertile 
fields, covered wit! rice-plautations 
yielding suficiont nourishtent for the 
jnbabitants, dispensing with the neces- 
sity of tribute-grain from tho south, and 
rendering the recurrence of a famine 
fa virtual impossibility, ‘The change 
thus effected in tho soil would bring 
about corresponding chango in 
tho climate, and tho fall of seasouable 
and copious rains would prevent the 
repetition of thoso long months of stub- 
born drought which are so great a curse 
to Ohihli, The drenry stretches of 
brown dust which now impart so for- 
bidding an aspect to the country round 
tho Capital, would bo hidden under n 
mantle of tho richest, freshest verdure; 
the boat would glide along the ourrent 
where the lumbering cart now bumps 
its arduous way through doserts of 
shingle and sand, and the southern pro- 
vinces would bo rolioved of no small 
proportion of tho burdon which rests 
upon them of sending tribate to Peking. 

Nor is tho design that was attributed 
to the Princes aud their coadjutors so 
impracticable as may at first appenr. 
A glance at the map will suftico to 
show the comparatively small distance 
betweon tho Yellow River and the Huai 
Ho at the city of K’ni-fang Fa. By! 
cutting a canal from the Huai Ho in a 
southerly direction, a sufficient divor- 
sion of the waters of the larger stream 
could he effected, to work great changes 
in the eoil-of Chilli, Ever since the 
great engineering works attributed to | 
the Emperor Yu, the Chinese have 
professed to pay vo small attention to 
the water-courses of the Empire.

‘Tho 
country in the neighbourhvod of K’ui- 
féng Fa is low and flat; the svil is 
formed of alluvial detritus, and is of 
remarkable fertility ; the population is 
numerous, and the towns and villages 
extremely flourishing. It is obvious 
therefore tbat a tract of land so 
situated is peculiarly open to danger of 
inundations, and that an enormous 
amount of mischief and misery is caused 
whenever those inundatious take place. 
It is equally obvious that there would 
be sound wisdom in affording the 
required relief to the plain of K’ 
féng Fa whev, by so doing, the surplus 
water which is so grent a source of 
peril to one ueighbourkood could be 
made so great source of blessiug 
to the other. 

It is disappointing, therefore, to find 
that uothing of all this is intended. 
The echeme proposed by Tso T'sung. 
Vaug is of comparatively ivsignificant 
dimensions, and was put forward, to all 
apppearance, partly for the sake of 
preventing trouble among his three 
thousand idle braves.

The Hon, James B. Angell expects to 
leave Peking so as to reach Shanghai about 
the 1st October. 

A rumour reaches us that Commodore 
Schufeldt is coming down from ‘Tientsin 
in a fow days. 

Mr. Bristow, H.B.M. Consul at Tientsin, 
leaves shortly, we hear, for Chinkiang. 

Sir Harry Parkes will return to Japan 
to resumo his post as H.B.ML's Minister, 
this month. 

We are informed that Mr. J. G. Ken- 
nedy, H.B.M.’s Chargé d’Affaires at Tokio, 
has been nominated to the post of Secretary 
of Embassy at St. Petersburg. Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s selection for this appointment has 
given much gratification to his numerous 
friends in Japan, where he has for the 
past two years so ably and courteously 
discharged the duties of Chargé d’Affaires, 
during the absence of Sir Harry Parkes. 

A report appears in an exchange that 
the Rev. Chester Holcombe is circulating a 
petition in the United States for his 
appoiutment as Minister Plenipotentiary to 
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China. We 
success ho deserves, and only regret that 
no opportunity is vouchsafed to the 
residents in Poking of testifying to their 
appreciation of his merit, There could be 
but one feeling with regard to his pro- 
motion on the part of foreigners at the 
Northern Capital, among whom the genial 
suavity and unvarying courtesy of his 
address are, wo need hardly say, valued at 
their highest worth. 

We notice by a Japan contemporary that 
his Excellency Li Shu-chang, at present 
Charyé d’Affuires at Madrid, is appointed 
Chinese Minister in Japan, succeeding the 
lato Ministor, who recently left Tokio. 

ELE, Sir John Pope Hennessy is coming 
North on a private visit. At the meeting 
of the Hongkong Legislative Council, on 
the 29th Aug., the Governor announced to 
the Council that he had been granted a’| 
fow wooks’ vacation and would probably 
shortly proceed North. Mr. Belilios 
having asked HE. to boar in mind the 
blockade question, the Goverior replied 
that he would be travelling in a private 
capacity, and boyond private conversations 
with Sir Thomas Wade, whose guest he 
was to be, could promise to do nothing. 

Mr. ‘Tsu Soon Kee, a member of the 
Chinose Legation in tho United States, 
arrived horo on Tuosday. The Washing- 
ton Beening Star-speaks of his departure 
in the following terms:—“Tsu Soon 
Keo, a prominent and popular member 
of tho Chinese Legation hore, leaves 
today for China, carrying with him the 
good wishes of many American frionds, 
‘He came to this country threo years ago 
totally ignorant of our language, and has 
since mastered its intricacies suiticiently 
oll to have vompleted a fino translation 
of the “Treaties of America with all 
Nations” from tho English into his native 
tongue. His government will probably 
return him tho coming winter with a 
change of Ministers.” 

Chéng Ta-jén, the new Chinese Ministor 
to the United States, who is uow at Peking, 
is expected southwards shortly, It is said 
that his selection for this post is warmly 
approved by Li Huug-chang, Wo may 
add that Li was much opposed to the 
recall of the students sent to America, 
who are now all coming back ; but orders 
from headquarters wero peremptory. 

‘Ting Pao-chén, Viceroy of Szechuan, 
momorialises the Eiporor with respect to 
cortain disasters from fire and flood that 
havo recently befallen tho inhabitants of 
King-ning Ying. A terrible amount of 
devastation appears to have taken place, 
and the momorialist makes a brief report 
of tho measures he has adopted for the 
relief of the sufferers. 

We are informed that the ostensible 
grounds on which the Viceroy of Nauking 
has been impeached are undue indulgence 
in the opium-pipe and matrimouial specula- 
tions, coupled with general indolence and 
noglect of his official duties.

We hear that Ho Kin-shon, Che-fu of 
Yangchou, is dead.

Tt is not too much to say that the right of 
4 beggar to staud whining and threatening 
at the door of a Chinese shop until he 
extorts a cash or two from the harassed. 
proprietor as a bribe to go away, is actually 
recognised, and as thero are no proper 
policemen in any Chineso city, the beggar 
always gets his own way. The Governor 
of Fu-kien, in ordering the arrest and 
severe punishment of all persistent offenders 
in future, takesa step in the right direction ; 
but it is only a lalf-measure, after all. The 
‘Tav-Vai of Shanghai some years ago evinced 
much misplaced charity in providing beggars 
with night-refuges, aud threatening all sorts 
of painsand penalties to those wholay sprawl- 
ingaboutin publicplaces ; but, as was pointed 
out at the time, it would have been far 
moro to the purpose had he compelled the 
beggars tu work fur their rice, and mado 
the very profession of mondicancy penal. 
It is so in Japan ; in Tokio there is not a 
beggar to be seen, for should one show his 
face in public he would be instantly arrested 
by the police, In the Chinese capital the 
filthy creatures who sicken passers-by could 
aud should be made ominently useful in 
repairing the so-called streots and rendering 
tho city genorally a little more habitable 
than it is. The Peking boggars are the 
lowest and vilest of the people, aud morally 
as well as physically a standing outrage to 
any country calling itself civilised, 

‘Tuesday's Shén-pao says that a village 
named Shih-t‘ou-sha, rather overa hundred 
tifrom Shanghai, has beon entirely destroyed 
and swept away by the recent “ winds and 
tloods” ; the corpses of the drowned per- 
sons floating down the Huang-pu in great 
numbers. ‘The authorities, on hearing of 
the disaster, seut up a sinall steam-launch 
to investigate matters; but when the 
messengers arrived they found neithor 
houso uor cottage standing, the whole 
placo being uuder water, aud over two 
hundred bodies of men and women of all 
ayes lying scattered about. They wore all 
in a stato of advanced decomposition, 
being much swollen and showing signs of 
the disaster having takeu place some days 
previously.

‘A Washington © special ” says :-—“ Chén 
Lan-pin returns [to China] at his own sug- 
| gestion and desire. He is now over seventy 
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years old and is very anxious to return to 
his native country before he dies.” 

We publish elsewhere an account with 
which we have been favoured of a scheme 
for the education of Chinese youths, which 
has recently been set on foot by the Rev. 
Young J, Allen. The enterprise is a very 
worthy one, and we can only express a 
hope that it will prove as successful as the 
representations which have been made to 
‘us appear to promise, 

‘An attempt is being made to resuscitate 
the annual Athletic Sports, held in con- 
neetion with the Gymnasium. It is pro- 
posed to hold them in the course of the 
Autumn, should the efforts of the pro- 
moters prove successful. 

We hear that the Inspector-General of 
Customs has engaged four medical men 
from home, to take charge of the Customs 
staff in some of the newly-opened ports in 
the South of China, Two have already 
arrived, and the others are expected shortly. 

We hear from Peking that the Inspec- 
tor-General of Customs has instructed the 
Commissioner at Swatow to adopt the 
custom which prevails at Shanghai, where 
the discharge of cargo is commenced with- 
out the delay which would be occasioned 
if they had to wait for Consular certificates. 

An extraordinary accident occurred in 
the river shortly after ten o'clock on Tues- 
day night, and it is remarkable that very 
serious results did not follow. During 
the Ite typhoon, the pontoons at the 
China Merchants’ Company's lower wharf 
were damayed, and have since been under- 
going repairs ; and during u very strong 
tide last night, one of the pontoons broke 
its mooring chains and came floating up 
the river through the shipping with a 
strong headway. ‘Che pontoon was seen as 
huge “dark object,” its dimensions being 
30 feet in width and about 150 feet in 
length, and standing fully six fect out of 
the water. Although observed from several 
ships, nothing could be dono to stop the 
drifting pontoon, as there was no tug-boat 
at hand. As was afterwards discovered 
there were two lamp-posts on board, 
but no lights; and about half a dozen 
Chinese, including some children, were 
asleep under a matshed on the centre of the 
floating platform, all unconcious of their 
peril, It isa mystery how the huge pon- 
toon drifted through the shipping from the 
lower end of the wharves without collision. 
The strange occurrence was noticed 
by foreigners in the Public Garden, as the 
pontoon came drifting between the two 
Japanese mail steamers,—one of them 
being alongside the Mitsu Bishi Com- 
pany’s Wharf and the other moored opposite 
it and towards the centre of the river. 
‘The voyage without a pilot or helmsman 
was performed in safety past the mouth 
of the Soochow Creek, but the pontoon 
took the ground olf the Pablic Garden, 
and one end of it swung round with great 
force on the E-wo jetty, and smashed some 
cargo boats which were moored there ; one 
cargo boat belonging to the Yang-tye Com- 
pany drifted 100 yards up the river, before 
she was anchored; and the two 
boats belonging to Messrs. Jardine, Mathe- 
son and Co. were jammed between the 
derelict pontoon and the poutvon at the 
jetty, close to the corner of the Public 




















Garden; the rudder one of the boats 
was smashed to pieces. The E-wo pontoon 
was also damaged. When the collision 
oceurred, the sleeping family on board 
were rather astonished to find where they 
were, and three children were taken off 
and sent to Hongkew Police Station. It 
is said that some men fell overboard, when 
the collision took place ; at least they 
were reported as missing. It was for- 





tunate that the pontoon grounded there, 
for the damage which resulted is not 
serious ; but had it drifted further up, the 
probability would have been that it would 


have run into the Yuen Fah opium 
ship, or fouled some other vessel, and very 
serious consequences inight have followed, 
as the flood tide was running up very 
strong. It isalso a fortunate circumstance 
that Tuesday's concert in the Public 
Garden was held in the afternoon and not 
t; for the pontoon swept over the 
anchorage for yachts lying off the Garden 
during the concerts, and had there been 
the usual crowd of yachts and houseboats 
there, we should have had to record a 
shocking catastrophe. The accident caused 
a yood deal of sensation from ten o'clock 
to midnight. ‘The pontoon was made fast 
to E-wo jetty, and lay there all night.— 
On Wednesday it was towed down to the 
China Merchants’ old duck, where it will be 
repaired, and afterwards placed in its proper 
position at the old Ningpo Wharf. ‘The tugs 
in trying to get the pontoon off, broke two 
heavy hawsers, but eventually succeeded 
in getting one strong enough to auswer 
the purpose. 

On Thursday morning, about ten o'clock, 
a huge raft of Foochow poles came to grief 
in the mouth of the Svocbow Creek, the 
strong tide having broken the rope by 
which it was moored at the Garden Bridge. 
‘The raft was of great length,—about twenty 
sections, or nearly 150 yards,—and the 
sections having become disconnected, part 
of them deifted up the Creek on a very 
strong tide, aud fouling the houseboats 
and yachts jammed about a dozen of these 
up against the Lower Boat House staging. 
A portion of the raft lay halfway across the 
Creek here, and a most confused heap of 
yachts and house-boats were between it 
and the Boat-house. The platform and 
staging were damaged, and the former cast 
adrift. Other portions of the raft went 
further up the creck and fouled native 
cargo boats, house-boats, and all descrip- 
tions of erait; the whole scene from 
the Garden Bridge to the Szechuen Road 
Bridge was one vf utter confusion, and 
the excitement uf loudahs, boatmen, and 
raftsmen, some on board, others in the 
water, was as great as though a tornado 
had swept over the Creek and wrecked the 
whole of the craft, The tail end of the 
raft was anchored between the Garden 
Bridge and the Boat-house, but the other 
parts when they broke adrift were quite 
beyond control. At high water, the boats 
and sections of the rafts were separated, 
and order once more restored on the 
Creck. Some of the yachts and house- 
boats were consiverably damaged.

A report reached the Settlement on Mon- 
day afternoon that ja serious disturbance 
had taken place at Collyer’s dock, in con- 
nection with the drowning of aChinawoman, 
whose body was found in that neighbour 
hood on the provious day, with her feet 
bound and a rope round her neck, 
It seems that the woman belonged to 
Woosung, and soveral of her relatives 
came up from that town, and accused some 
of the natives employed at the dock with 
having kidnapped and then murdered her. 
‘This caused a great deal of excitement ; 
the native workmen stopped their work, 
and a great bobbery ensued, in which 
everyone had something to say about it, A 
small native ollicial was present, and his 
officiousness tended to make matters worse, 
The result was that some of the workmen 
wero taken to Shanghai and handed over 
to the native authorities, who will inves 
tigate the case. 

The body of a Chinaman was found 
floating in the Soochow Creek on Monday. 
At was identified by the crew of a cargo- 
boat as that of ono of their men, who had 
gone amissing two days ago. ‘Tho lova sh 
of the yacht Maid of Kent was drowned in 
the Creek on Sunday evening, having 
fallen overboard, and the body was 
recovered soon afterwards. 

A typhoon passed over Manila on tho 
evening of the 18th and morning of the 
19th Aug., and amongst other disasters 
reported is the destruction of the light of 
St. Nicholas, by which it is feared some 
twelve or fourteen persons perished. 

A notice circulated in the Settlement 
Wednesday announces the receipt of a tele- 
gram from Amoy, dated 9.30 a.m. 7th 
Sopt., to the following effect :-— Typhoon 
raging in the Formosa Channel, probable 
track Northerly.” On the last occasion 
hen we were visited by a typhoon a similar 
timely warning was given, and ships who 
disregarded it suffered in consequence. 
This time things look as if the threal 
storm had changed its course, for no 
of its approach have yet been seen. 

A far more formidable visitor, however, 
has arrived, in the shape of Asiatic cholera, 
Altogether there have been five deaths 
from theshipping, besides one adult resident, 
and two children. The cholera is said to 
be of the most malignant Asiatic types 
but the fact of its appearance is of no 
particular significance, as there have been 
frequent cases among the native population 
avound us during the last few months. 
‘Phere is therefore uo greater probability 
uf the spread of the disease than heroto- 
fore, aud every precaution is being taken 
to confine it to the that have already 
occurred. {t is true that ten of the crew 
of the Cully Sark have been sent to the 
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Bospital, but only five of these had cholera ; 
the others were suffering from depression 
of the nervous system. 

We acknowledge receipt from the Rev.

‘The Straits Times learns that the Govern- 
ment of Spain has awarded a medal of the 
firat class, for bravery at sea, to Captain 
Gulland of the s.s. Glencoe. Captain 
Gulland has twice resoned the crews of 
Spanish vessels, and well deserves this 
graceful recognition on the part of the 
Government, 

‘Tho total population of Japan, says the 
Gazette, recently estimated by the Register 
bureau, is 95,925,311; from this number, 
tho people of Liuchiu, the Bonin islands, 
and Kurile islands, are excluded, 

‘On Friday afternoon, a quarrel arose 
between somo of the Chinese coolies who 
‘are engaged laying the water pipes in 
Broadway, and one of them picked up a 
knife and stabbed a fellow workma 
‘The wounded man was taken to hospital. 

A Chinese cook on one of the pilot boats 
was drowned outside Woosung on Satur- 
day. He had come on deck, and while in 
tho act of filling a bucket with water, was 
ragged overboard on account of tho 
high speed at which the boat was sailing 
under a stiff breeze, and by his determiua- 
tion to hold on to the bucket instead of 
the boat, The pilot in charge of the boat 
only saw him once, and endeavoured to 
rescue him, but he disappeared. 

Marriage engagements in high life in 
Japan are now notified by the native 
papers in the same style as in the society 
journals at home. The Hiogo News gives 
this translation from an Osaka paper : 
It is announced that Miss Iwakura, the 
daughter of His Excellency Iwakura, Third 
‘Minister of State, is engaged to Mr. Arima, 
ex.daimio of Kurume. 

We occasionally hear of sharp practices 
on the part of Chineso traders in Japan, 
which are not calculated to improve com- 
mercial intercourse. An Osaka paper, as 
translated by the Iiogo News, gives the 
following instance :—A Chinamaa living in 
Kawaguchi ordered thirty-five cases of 
vuatches, each containing 600 dozen, from 
Mr, Nakamura, of Kiomachi-bori. On the 
20th Aug. the matches were delivered, but 
the Chinaman refused to pay for them until 
they were shipped. Nakamura shipped the 
matches as desired, but when he went for 
payment found that the Chinaman had 




















gone back to China in the same vessel. 
‘The loss is 650 yen.

The works of Millais take the 
first place in the collection, and include 
several of his best known pictures, the 
originals of which, or at least copies of 
thom, must be familiar to those who have 
visited England during the past decade. 
One of the most attractive pictures, 
which the engraver, Oldham Barlow, 
R.A., has faithfully reproduced the original, 
in all its gracefulness and simplicity, 
is that of “Eitio Desips,

nolds, is a0 well known thatit is unnecessary 
to say anything in its praise.“ Our Boys,” 
aiter Walter Severn, engraved by J.B, Pratt, 


is a pleasing picture. The boys are engaged. 
in mimic warfare on a lawn, firing a 
miniature field piece at six soldiers, dis- 
tance six paces; but it would have been 
more life-like if one of the boys had been 
in danger of being shot himself. Several 
etchings aro also exhibited, and of the most 
attractive of these we would call attention 
to “The Gambler's Wife,” after Millais, 
by C. Waltner ; and “ Hanling the Lino,” 
by R. Anderson, A.R.S.Q. In addition 
to this magnificent collection of engravings, 
the celebrated “Hunting Subjects” and 
“Sports and Pastimes” by John Leech are 
on view, and form a pleasing contrast to 
the works enumerated above. It how- 
ever, @ disadvantage that the limited spnco 
available in Messrs, Kelly and Walsh's 
premises, prevents justice being done to 
many of the pictures, as the “hanging 
committee” have had to fix them up in 
such a manner that the enthusiastic 
admirer of pictures on the top row will be 
liable to get a crick in his neck before he 
has done feasting his oyes on “ Ptarmigan 
Hill,” or “ Daniel in the Den of Lions,” 

‘Tho paddle-wheel steamer Sin Nanzing, 
late Takao Maru, changed hands several 
times in Japaneso waters. She was 
bought by the Navy Department from 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., 
and sold by the Government for 60,000 
yen to a Japanese merchant, who 
resold her for 55,000 yen to another 
Japanese, who has just resold hor 
to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co, 
for 75,000 yen. The Mainichi Shimbun 
says, “it is much to bo rogretted that this 
ship, which is really worth 90,000 yen, 
should be disposed of to a foreigner for 
such a low figure.” ‘Then the Japanese 
merchant who got hor from the Govern- 
ment for 50,000 yen must have had a 
greater prize than he was awaro of. 

Anaccident occurred on Monday ou board 
the C.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer Lee-ynen, Capt, 
Tisdall, which resulted in serious damage 
to the vessel, and placed her in jeopardy 
whilo sho was alongside the wharf, ‘Tho 
unloading of timber was proceeding, and 
while a huge log was being hoisted out of 
the hold, the chain broke, and the log fell 
down the hatch and broke one of the plates 
in the bottom of the vessel. Sho com- 
menced to fill rapidly, all pumps were set 
to work, and a band of coolies were also 
engaged in baling. Fortunately the Seo-t09 
was just then coming out of the Old Dock, 
and the Lee-ynen was immediately towed 
into dock. It was afterwards found that 
tho damage sustained was the springing of 
one of the plates in her bottom. The 
See-wwo had only water ballast inher, 
and sho heeled orer so much on coming 
ont of dock that it was feared she might 
capsize ; but fortunately no accident hap- 
pened to her. 

The China Mail states that Mi 
Skinner & Co., of the Castle line, are build 
ing a now steamer for the China tea trade, 
with a speed of 18 knots aud 6,000 tons 
capacity. She is to be built on the lines 
of the Arizona, and sanguine anticipations 
are indulyed in as to her being abie to 
beat the newest boats of the Glen line, 
Our contemporary says the new boat is 
expected to make the run from Wonsun 
to London “ somewhat under thirty days,” 
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The British gunboat Swift was to leave 
Yokohama on the 28th Aug. for Hakodate, 
with mails for Admiral Willes and the 
Detached China Squadron. The move- 
ments of the latter are given as under :—

‘The ‘Mr. Wright, Chaplain and 
Naval Instructor to H.MLS. Comus, has 
been invalided, and has been admitted to 
the Royal Naval Hospital, Yokohama, 
suffering from climatic debility. 

‘The brig Eliot, which was supposed to 
have been lost, has turned up at Woosung 
with skylights and cabin washed out, and 
the captain’s clothing, books, and instru- 
monts lost ; but her masts and hull are all 
in good condition, as she only shipped 
heavy seas during westerly gales. The 
captain thinks he must have been in the 
middle of the typhoons. The brig drifted 
160 miles east from the Saddles. 

The s,s, Tai-wo, belonging to Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson and Co., which arrived 
here on Saturday afternoon, brought the 
Fuh-wo, belonging to the same firm, 
in tow from Lanyshan Crossing, the latter 
vessel being disabled through the piston 
rod having broken. The Fuh-wo was on 
the voyage to Hankow, having left this 
port on Friday morning. 

‘The tug-boat Ful-le reports having 
towed the ship Crimea into Ningpo, and 
the barque Palace to Shanghai, having 
picked up both vessels outside. They 
were both disabled in the recent typhoon, 
being dismasted, and having deck houses 
avopt away. 

‘The Siamese barque Fabius, which 
arrived at Hongkong last month in a leaky 
condition, in tow of the steamer Cutterthun, 
has now beon declared unseaworthy. She 
will shortly be taken up to Canton to be 
broken up. 

A sorious affair has occurred at NaGasaxt 
through the disaffection of the crows of 
two American ships. The Rising Sun 
the following particulars :—A num- 
der of sailors from the American ships 
Richard Robinson aud L. J, Morse, brought 
themselves under the law on Monday 
last, first by obstinately refusing duty 
on board their respective ships without 
any valid cause for so doing, and after- 
warda by two from the former vessel 
deserting and defying the officers sent to 
arrest them. Of the Richard Robinson's 
crow sixteen were disaffected, and as they 
rofused to take the advice tendered by 
their Consul, Gen, Jones, there was no 
alternative but for them to be sent to 
prison, Tho two who subsequently mado 
their escape from the ship, stowed away on 
board the brig Elliots, then about to sail 
for Shanghai. Mr. R. H. Powers, in his 
capacity as U.S, Marshall, went on board 
to arrest them ; but as they refused to 
give themselves up, and one had a razor in 
his possession, Mr. Powers deemed it 
advisable to procure help. ‘The assistance 
of W. Thomas and J. J. Johnson, men 
accustomed to dealing with sailors, and 
four native policemen, was obtained, and 
they proceeded to the ship together. The 
stow-aways were eventually discovered in 
the fore-peak, from which they were driven 
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on to the deck. Their eapture was not, 
however, effected before the oue with the 
razor had been shot in the mouth with a 
revolver by Thomas. The shot entered the 
upper lip, struck the jaw boue, turned 
downwards and fortunately came out of 
his mouth, without causing very serious 
injury. He will, we believe, shortly be 
arraigned before the American Court 
on a charge of attempting the lives of 
the officers whilst in the execution of 
their duty. On the previous night, Sun- 
day, one of the same erew had been in 
collision with the police for creating a 





disturbance in a native grog-shop in 
Namenohira, which originated in some 
misunderstanding about payment, and 





resulted in his receiving a broken head, 
from which he has not yet recovered. 
From the L. J. Morse twelve men are in 
jail pending her departure. 

The HoxaKoxa newspaper libel case, 
Wicking v. Fraser-Smith, has resulted in a 
verdict against the defendant, the trial 
being concluded on the 27th ult. $1,000 
damages were claimed, and the jury 
awarded $250. The following questions 
were put to the jury, the answers bein 
appended :—1.—Do you find that the libel 
or libels complained of are trae ?—No. 
2.—Assuming that tho occasion was justi- 
fied or privileged, do you find that the 
defendant printedand published defamatory 
matter bond fide for the purpose of vindi- 
cating himself, or was he actuated by 
malice? — Without malice. 3.—What 
damages, if any, do you award the plain- 
tiff?—8250. His Lordship gave judgment 
and certified for the costs of counsel and 
special jury. 

‘The appeal case in regard to the seizure 
of Mnuila lottery tickets by the Hongkong 
Police was decided in favour of the 
appellant in the Supreme Court, on the 
Ast instant. Chun Aping appealed from the 
conviction of the Police Magistrate, he 
having been fined $200 for keeping a lottery 
agency, and in maki id on his 

mives the police seized a large number 
of Manila lottery tickets, which, by tho 
decision of the Magistrate, were confiscated. 
"Tho appeal was heard before the full 
Court, and their Lordships in giving 
judgment decided that “the Ordinance 
we no power of confiscation; that a 
distinction was drawn betiween public 
gaming houses and lottery agencios, and 
that tho confiscatory power applied only to 
the former. It was therefore unnecessary 
for the Court to decide whether Ma 
lottery tickets were implements of gambling 
or not, since in either case their seizure 
was wrong, The order of the Magistrate 
must therefore be amended by striking out 
the forfeiture clause. The appellant was 
entitled to the costs of appeal.” 

On the subject of tramvays in Hongkong, 
the Duily Press remarks :— It is satisfse- 
tory to find that the proposed Tramway Bill 
is likely to receive the sanction of our local 
legislative body without any needless loss 
of time. ‘The project has the warm support 
of all the unofficial members, and His 
Excellency the Governor, at the last meet 
ing of Council, dispelled all lingering doubts 
as to the view he takes of the question. 
Opposition outside the Council is also of 
















































the most insignificant character; the land. 
owners whose interests are affected have 
almost unanimously signified their assent 
to the scheme, and the only.one who has 
really withheld consent is the officer in 
command of the Troops, who, of courso, 
has to refer the matter to the War Office, 
There seems to be a general consensus of 
opinion as to the desirability of tramways, 
aud we have no reason to doubt that their 
construction will be approved by the 
Colonial Office. ‘The Tramway will unques. 
tionably prove a great convenience to all 
those having business or pleasure in the 
town, but its greatest value will, we think, 
ultimately be found in bringing the out. 
lying portions of the Colony into closer 
communication with the business heart of 
Victoria.” 

A Rifle Match took placo at Hongkong 
on the 27th Aug., which is of special interest 
to Shanghai Volunteers. The match was be- 
tween teams of Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers 
¥. Civilians, and as they propose to have 
a match with the Shanghai Volunteers 
this autumn, the Hongkong team will bo 
selected from tho Inniskilling and Civilian 
teams; but they are to have a return 
match to give them more practice before 
they challenge Shanghai. Tho scores wero

The Daily Press remarks that it is woll 


to compare the above with the Shanghai 
score in the match with A. & B, Companies 
of the Altrincham (Cheshire) Volunteers ; 
the Shanghai team then made a total of 
822 points or an average of 82.2 per man, 
‘The total of the ten highest scores in tho 
Tnniskilling and Civilian teams is 774, or 
an average of 77.4. The Press then says :— 
“Hongkoug would have beaten the Cheshire 
R.Y. but would still have been a long way 
behind the very fine shooting of Shanghai on 
that occasion, and it must be remembered, 
too, that the above scores are the pick out 
of 16, whereas in a team of 10 men, the 
occasions are seldom that some one does 
not come to grief and knock a hole into 
the average. However, when we get more 
suitable weather for shooting, a less power- 
ful sun, and a steady breeze from the other 
quarter, we must hope for far better 
results, With steady practice and more of 
these friendly matches Hongkong may 
then, aud not till then, hope to make a 
good show against the Shanghai Volun- 
teers,”

THE RECALL OF IU K’ON-YL. 

Tue sudden recall to Peking of Lia 
Kian-yi is eansing no small amount of 
interest and speculation among tho 
Chinese, For so high an officer to bo 
deprived of his post after so short a 
tenure, and at soshort a uotice, is in itself 
a sufficiently remarkable eveut; aud 
we need not be surprised that a nomber 
of rumours are flying about in explana. 
tion of the mystery. We are not in a 
position ab present to throw mueb light 
npon the matter; a fow ideas, hower 
have reached us from well-informed 
native sources, which, whether they be 
justified by subsequent events or not, 
may serve a temporary purpose till the 
solution comes, 

One of the versions prevalent among 
Chinese politicians is that the Vice- 
roy of Nanking bas been impeached 
by that most formidable of Censors, 
Chang Chih-tang. Now this man is, 
as is woll-known, the most outspoken 
and fearless member of the entire Board, 
and the high repnte in which he has 
been held over since his famons Memorial 
against tho Treaty of Livadia gives to 
his prosont utterances additional weight. 
Thoro was much to admiro in that 
cloquont and indignant protest against 
whnt ho considered, aud with good cause, 
an act of treachery to China, and adis- 
graceful concession to her foe. What his 
acousation agaivst Lin may amount to, if 
80 be that the impeachment comes from 
him, remains of course unknown; but 
that it is supposed to be something 
very gtavo may be inferred from the 
additional rumour to which the live- 
Tiness of Chiuese imagination Las given 
riso, namely, that tho Viceroy in 
desperation has “swallowed gold.” 
‘Thore is not the least likelihood of this 
Inst report beiug true, but the fact of 
its acceptauce among the native popula- 
tion shows the amount of talk and 
gossip which has been evoked by the 
Decreo. The truth probably is that tho 
Governmont are beginning to seo the 
necessity of having a more liberal and 
progressive man as Superintendent of 
Trade for the Southern Ports. We 
referred a few days ago to tho 
pusillanimous aud disloyal way in 
which be broke faith with Li Hung. 
chang in the matter of tho railrond- 
scheme. In this he very likely expected 
the approval and co-operation of Tso, 
whose name bas for so long been a 
synonym for a conservative und anti- 
foreign policy ; but things have taken 
an unforescen turn altogether, and the 
Viceroy of the West, in bringing his 
strong intellect and powerful gocd- 
sense to bear upon the projects now in 
coarse of furtherance by his confrire 
of tho North, has thrown his weight 
into the opposite side of the scale, Of 
the three great Viceroys, then, there 
aro apparently two against one; aud 
the two form incomparably the more 
influential party. It only remaitis now 
for a auccessor to be chosen to the 

















deposed magnate; for his deposition 
may, we imagine, be regarded as an 
eventual fact. The Chinese are buay 
disenssing this poiut, too, among them. 
selves, Many are in favour of ‘Ting 
Jib-chang; but Ting is just now seriously 
ill, so ill indeed as to be unable to leave 
his house. Others, however,—and 
these are the more enlightened set,— 
pronounce for Kuoh Sang.t'ao. Now 
Kaob, as our readers are aware, is in 
virtual disgrace. His crimo is, first, 
having been sent to England, and 
secondly, having written in admiration 
of the mauners and dieusdauces of the 
West. He has never been admitted to 
audience since his return to China, or 
received an appointment in the pro- 
vinces, or noticed in any way whatever. 
Whether in this case it is at all likely 
that he will be nominated to so import- 
ant a post as the Viceroyalty of Nau- 
king is doubtful in the extreme. At 
tho same tine there aro not wanting 
indications of a change of policy among 
the heads of Government. It may be 
remembered that Lia Hsi-hung, the 
yamén-underling who was sent as 
Minister to Berlin, and who behaved 
with such insolenco at the German 
Court as to call forth a severo and 
humiliating rebuke from a gentleman- 
usber who was present, some months 
ago had the audacity to impeach the 
Viceroy of Chiblins a traitor. At one 
time he might have been rewarded for 
such nservico ; this time, he was stornly 
called a blundering idiot, and recom. 
mended to mind his own affairs. Now 
this man was a protégé, and is now the 
euemy, of Kuo; and it is just pos- 
sible that the austere suubbing meted 
out to him may indicate a gentler 
policy towards He colleague. Of ovo 
thing, however, we may be sure. It is 
possible that the Viceroys of the North 
and West may havo o voice in the 
appointment of a Viceroy of the South ; 
and if they are able to exercise any 
inflaeuce whatever in the affaic, we are, 
we think, justified in looking for a good 
selection. ‘The entente cordiale which 
is said to exist between T'so and Li is, 
wo take it, one of the happiest auguries 
that have appeared in China for many 
yenrs, and it is not too much to hope 
that with their united efforts we shall 
see grent changes in tho country within 
the present decade. 





























‘THE PUBLIC BAND. 
Ir is with considerable satisfaction that 


We notice an announcement in our daily 
advertising columns, to the effect that, 
weather permitting, the Town Band 
will perform in the Public Garden 
four times a week. A very general 
impression had become prevalent in 
the Settlement that, now we have 
secured the services of an efficient 
Pablic Band, we have a right to expect 
more music than we hace had hitherto. 
One evening a week in the Public Gar- 
den was certainly a meagre allowauce, 
when we consider the fact that the 
musiciaus huve really nothing else to 








do beyond playing for onr entertain. 
ment; aud the Committee have acted 
wisely in making so prompt a conces- 
sion to the wishes that have been 
expressed. 

Now, however, that the summer is 
drawing to a close, and tho nights be- 
coming too damp and chilly for many 
more open-air performances, it would 
bo advisable if the community were to 
express somo opinionas to arrangements 
for the autumn and winter months. 
The first idea which most naturally 
suggests itself is that the evening con- 
certs might advantageously bo relegated 
allogether (o tho afternoon; and when 
the sensou is a little farther advanced, 
this step will no doubt be taken, The 
arrangement uow in force, however, 
is one calculated to meet the circum. 
stanees of tho present time. Four 
regular open-air concerts every seven 
duys do uot, wo thiuk, amount to an 
exacting demand, or ouo that will tax 
the resources of the Band too severely. 
Bat in a movth or two more wo 
shall begin to turn our thoughts in tho 
direction of indoor amusements, and 
here tho Public Baud might really bo 
made to form the nucleus of a vory 
charming and, in Shanghai, hithorto 
antried'system. Wo refer to Weekly 
Concerts, which might be given, say, 
in the afternoon or evening of somo 
particular day, and in which the exist- 
ing orchestra should be supplemented 
by the assistance of the mauy profes. 
sionals wo are fortunate euough to 
uumber in our midst. Wo do not 
intend to enter into the details of such 
a scheme: indeed wo are not at present 
in a position to do so. But we aro 
most certainly of opinion that a series 
of, say, Saturday Popular Concerts, to 
be given in any availuble hull—tho 
Temperance, the Masonic, or the Lyceara 
Thentro—would bo a boon to hundreds, 
and prove a very grent success, ‘They 
should bo partly vocal and partly 
instramental, sting of concerted 
pieces, solos, trios, and so on, as in 
coucerts everywhere else; the Town 
Band, of course, forming the mainstay 
ofthe whole. Nor would amateur por. 
formers bo backward to assist, if wo may 
judgo of the ready and handsome man- 
ner in which they have come forward 
hitherto, As regards tho basis on which 
such concerts could be given, we are fain 
to express ourselves with cantion, 
‘There would certainly be no objection 
to furnishing season-tickets to thoso 
who wished to purchase them; for it 
would be impossible, clearly, to make 
admission free. A small sam would 
have to be charged, of course, to defray 
the enrrent expenses, aud to remuner- 
ate such professionals as were willing 
to co-operate; and it would bo wise, 
perhaps, to have two prices, It is nob 
necessary for us to dilate upon tho 
advantages of such a scheme, for these 
mast be obvious to all. The oppor- 
tunity of spending two or three hours 
every week in the quiet enjoyment of 
good music, and at tho minimnn of 
outlay, would be, we aro confident,

bailed and taken advantage of by 
nambers of our fellos-residents who 
Jove music and are sensible of its 
chastening and agreeable influences; 
while no expense would devolve on 
those who, from any reason what- 
goever, might not wish to participate. 
It is still less uecessary for us to refer 
at any length to whatever incon- 
venionces might arise iu connection with 
tho scheme, as these are sure to be 
fonnd ont quickly enough by somebody. 
One suggestion has been made to 
ug, in connection with this subject, to 
which we must refer in conclusion. 
Tt is, that some amalgamation might 
be brought about between these 
proposed concerts and the entertain 
ments now given at the Temperance 
Hall. On this point it is necessary 
to say a word. If such an arrange. 
ment were over come to, there is 
one feature that should be rigorously 
exoluded ; and that is, the penny-reading 
element. We do not wish Schubert or 
Chopin sandwiched between a Recita- 
tion by Mr. Smith and a comic song 
by Mr, Brown. Still less could we 
endure a splenetic Temperance address 
after a sonata of Beethoven’s or a 
meditation by Sebastian Bach. The 
effect would be too bewildering. But 
if thoge amateurs who have so kindly 
givon their assistance at the Tomper- 
ance entertainments would come for- 
ward in aid of the scheme we advocate, 
‘wo feol sure that its success would be 
very considerably promoted, and what- 
bo thought of the wisdom 
bility of that scheme, have 
no hesitation in now layiug our sugges- 
tions before the public. We do not 
wish or expect that theso suggestions 
should be considered final. We are 
only desirous of bringing the matter 
forward, in confident anticipation that 
it is of suflicient public interest to 
elicit some attention from those most 
interested, and may lead to some results 
which will be a source of gratification 
and enjoyment to the community of 
Shanghai at large. 








FAIR TRADE. 


Arter the last election for Preston 
become known here, we said that the 
repult showed that a now politi 
forco had mado its appearance in 
English politics. The battle in the 
Lancashire borough was fought upon 
rather indefinite principles that are 
now beginning to be called Fair Trade. 
The meaning of this phrase is that 
when foreign countries levy such high 
duties on English goods and products 
as virtually to shut them ont of their 
markets, England should retaliate by 
imposing what may be called defensive 
duties. The Preston election seems to 
have been regarded at Home with the 
fall significance we attributed to it. 
‘Tho Quarterly Review contains av article 
in its last number which bas evidently 
been suggested by the victory shich 
‘Mr. Eoroyd, the fair trader, achioved 
over his opponent, who was an ont-and- 








out Cobdenite. The article contains a 
fair, and in some parts a powerful 
exposition of the effects which the 
English free tariff system ngainst the 
protection to their own industries 
system of foreign nations, bas had 
upon English manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests, It also goes as far 
to lead the public to believe that the 
Conservative Party are ready to smile 
upon the fair traders, as is prudent in 
a grave, judicial party organ. Of this 
however we have seen uo signs in the 
speeches of the leaders, or in thecolumns 
of the newspapers that may be considered 
to represent their opinions. Mr. Ecroyd, 
who bas been the chief expouent of 
fair trade opinions, gave a brief ex- 
position of them in a letter to the 
‘Times. He proposes to tnx imports of 
all kinds from foreign countries in 
which a high protective tariff exists; 
but he explains that he does so in 
order to produce a reserve which 
might be applied to the reduction of 
the taxation which presses on the 
manufacturing and Inbonring interests. 
Grain and food from the United States 
aro to be taxed ten per oont., while the 
same articles from Canada are to be 
admitted duty free. This is but one 
instance of the scope of the views of 
the new school of fair traders. Pro. 
vided Canada will be bribed by our 
generosity to her farmers to give up her 
protective duties on what she imports 
from the mother country, the sugges- 
tion bas a fairness about it that 
will attract the ill-informed, aud many 
others who think imperfectly on 
political subjects. The interests of all 
parts of Amorien are now so interwoven 
with those of England, that whatever 
may be wrong in the business, or indeed 
in any other kind of relations, betwreen 
them cannot be set right in such a 
rongh-and-ready way ns this. Less 
than half a contury ago it might have 
been possible to draw a line on tho 
American continent, and to say, We 
shall admit the wheat grown on one 
side of this duty free, but that which 
is grown on the other shall bear such 
and such a customs duty. The railway 
system which is as yet only partly 
developed, aided by ‘steam-boat and 
other means of communication, renders 
such a fiscal policy an impossibility, 
It might be tried, but how long could 
it be maintained ? We refer to only 
one of the many obstacles which would 
interpose themselves in tho way of a 
partial return to the Protection systom, 
but there are mauy others, some of 
which are just as serious as this one. 
Oat-and-ont protection to native ine 
dustry would bea possible policy for au 
old country like England, and it could 
be maintained, but only at the expense 
of the position in the commercial 
financial world which England bolds 
at present. A large part of the pros- 
perity of our great shipping places, 
such as London, Liverpool and Glas- 
gow, comes from their being the 
depots to which produce of varions 
kinds, the property of foreiguers, is 











sent for sale. A portion of it would 
doubtless continue to be sent if protec. 
tion were restored, but only a small 
and very probably a constantly 
diminishing portion. But if thoro is a 
party in England, which we very mach 
doubt, in favour of imposing import 
duties on food, they are never likely to 
see their opinions triumphant. The 
fact that food has been cheapened, and 
its quality improved, is the ono thing 
which the great mass of people will 
remember if a change of policy is 
recommended by politicians. ‘That 
certain trades imagino they would be 
beuefited by retaliatory duties being 
imposed on foreign products, including 
food, and prophesy their own ruin unless 
the National policy is changed so ns to 
rparticular cases, will notaifeot 
jong of the mass of the middle 
nd that part of the working 
classes not engaged in tho trades that 
are suffering from foreign competition, 
Daring the Inst great depression in 
trade much suffering was averted by 
the cheapness of food, and the low 
prices of other necessary articles, which 
the plentiful supplies of food brought 
about. Indeed, it was maiuly tho 
cheapness of food that enabled millions 
to struggle through the late hard times 
in England, 

Articles of mannfactur stand upon 
quite another footing, and it scems 
only fair to our own mauufacturers and 
workmen that when the tarifis of 
foreign nations practically exclude our 
wares, we should in self-defence place 
such duties on at least some of tho 
goods they send to us. The articles 
which competo with our own manus 
factares in our own markets, and others, 
such as wives and silk stuffs that are 
bought by the wealthy or woll-tondo, 
are fair subjects for duties. It is 
probablo that a movement to reimposo 
these would meet with a great amount 
of success, for there is scarcely an 
interest in England that is not threat 
ened in the home markets by foreign 
competitors, But although the fow 
politicians who favour fair trade, or 
reciprocity, have undoubtedly received 
somo measure of support from the work- 
ing classes in certain districts in York- 
shire and Lancashire, we have seou noth- 
ing to indicate that the new departurehas 
found general favour among working 
men throughout the kingdom, Nor 
have any great uumber of masters pro- 
nouneed for it. No one entitled to be 
considered a statesman has shown any 
sympathy with the fair traders, and Mr. 
Gladstone has been careful to explain 
away the encouragement he gave to 
the deputation of sugar-boilers. Bat 
nevertheless the fact of such an article 
appearing in the Quarterly as that to 
which we have referred, shows that 
among the Conservatives there aro 
sume who are willing to try whether 
there is enough force in the movement 
for fair trade to make it worth this 
while to encourage it. And it is quite 
likely that many of the Extremo 
Radicals will temporize with the new 
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movement if they do not altogether 
abjare Free Trade in order to eave their 
seats. 





THOMAS CARLYLE. 

One of Thackeray's shrowdest and most 
entertaining ‘Round-about Papers’ deals 
with the fate which hangs over the 
heads of most buman creatures of 
boing eventually ‘found out. For 
yours 8 man may enjoy the reputa- 
tion of a great post, a distinguished 
savant, or a popniar philanthropist ; 
but the time may come when the 
mask shall be taken from his face, 
‘and the man appear in his trae colours 
before a disenchanted world. The 
pootaster will then bo known to have 
stolon his brightest thoughts and most 
flowing cadences; the savant will be 
soon to be a fatuous empiric, whose 
theories are the illogical result of 
untenable premisses, and tho  philan- 
thropist a domestic tyrant, the private 
practice of whose benevolence bears an 
inverse ratio to the fervour of his 
public professions. A wise man has 
said, Call no man happy ere his death. 
We are disposed to exclaim, Call no 
man happy ere the publication of his 
private life aud correspondence. 

Tu the early part of this yenr, England 
lost throe prominent porsons, all public 
writers, aud all, in a certain sense, 
philosophers, It is hardly necessary to 
say that we refer to Disracli, George 
Bliot, and Carlyle. Of the gifted woman 
whose nom.de-plume stands second on 
our list, we know, persoually, alas ! but 
little. So strictly did sho seek to hide 
her own individuality from the public 
gaze, that she was never even photo- 
graphed; and sho bas abstained from 
Teaving, to future generations, the most 
precious legacy that it was in her power 
to bequentlo—her own portrait, painted 
in ink by herself, Au autobiography 
of George Eliot would have been to the 
fall as interesting as the autobiography 
of Harriet Martineau, and far less 
painfal to all thoughtful renders, But 
it is not to be; aud we mast bo 
content with such glimpses of hor 
noble, loving, sympathetic uature as 
wo find in her published works. OF 
Disraeli wo kuow more ; and however 
hardly we may judge him in his 
capacity as a politician, we hear nothing 
but good of him in his private life. He 
is said to have been possessed of kindly 
and endearing manners; we kuow him 
to have been a most devoted husband ; 
and we read with pleasure the injunc- 
tion in his will, with regard to the 
publication of his literary remains, 
that nothing is to be printed likely to 
give pain to any living soul. Strange 
and unexpected mandate from the lips 
of one whom the world regarded as the 
typo_of tawdry cynicism ; and stranger 
still, by force of contrast, when com- 
pared with the posthumous utterances 
of the modern prophet, the semi-Paritan 
moralist, whose admiring disciples were 
wont to speak of him as Wise old 
Thomas of Chelsea. ‘The publication 
of Carlyle’s Reminiscences has done 











more than given pain to hundreds. 
It has destroyed the faith of thousands 
—their faith inthe man they revered, 
almost as one of the old Greek philo~ 
sophers may have been revered, and 
whose inflaence upon nineteen-centary 
thought and principle has been wide, 
and deep, and lasting. It is pitiable 
to contemplate the dismay which the 
trae character of Carlyle, drawn by 
himself, has created in the minds of 
his best friends ; it is pitiable to read 
the excuses made for him and for this 
“strange, unbappy book,” as Mrs. 
Oliphant calls it, by those who still 
cling to the hope of being able to 
clear their master of tho aspersions 
thrown upon him by himself. We 
do not refer the perversion of his 
great intellect as manifested in the 
atrabilious destructiveness of the views 
he bold with regard to socioty and life. 
These are well known to all. How he 
affected to regard all existing institu- 
tions, social, political, and religious, as 
gigantic shams; how reprosentative 
goverument was the biggest imposture 
of all, since the people were “ mostly 
fools;” how « tyrant was, to him, the 
only ft ruler of mankind; how he 
cousidered slavery as the natural and 
intended condition of certain classes ; 
how fiercely he railed at those who 
presumed to question his sophisms, aud 
yet how greedily he swallowed the 
Hattories he pretended to despise; how, 
in his view, might was right, and force 
the only arbiter of fate; how the spirit 
of enquiry was but another name for 
mental malady; theco and many other 
peculinrities of his philosophy need 
only to bo mentioned to recur to tho 
minds of all. In his view, Robespierro 
must have been.a nobler man than 
Howard—Napoleop Buonaparto thau 
Wilberforce. types of heroic 
hamanity,” says one of his best-informed 
avd most impartial critics, “ wero 
strangely choson ; they certainly wore 
not the apostles of genuine liberty, 
unselfish duty, and a generous love of 
mankind. He could palliate the bratal 
buffuoneries of Frederic William and 
the mendacity of Prussian ambition, as 
if he were utterly devoid of moral 
sense.” Opinions may be found in his 
writings which might “servo as an 
apology for the most execrable forms of 
oppression, and which are absolutely 
opposed to the spirit of freedom, to 
the active sympathies of humanity, and 
to the respect due to the opinions of 
the bumble and the weak. It bas ever 
beon to us a matter of enrprise,” con- 
tinues the reviewer we quote, “that a 
writer whose works are distinguished 
by priaciples more cynical than Man- 
deville, and more tyrannical than 
Hobbes, should be regarded with 
enthusiastic admiration by numbers of 
persons who profess advanced liberal 
opinions in the United Kingdom, and 
even in the United States. The net 
result of Mr. Carlyle’s political opinions 
would seem to be that a government 
of Bismarcks or Gambettas is the per- 
fection of statesmansbip.” This is 























nothing new; of this wo have boon 
awaro of all along. Bat the most 
atrocious theories are often professed 
by the most amiable and kindly men. 
Machiavelli himself, the archetype of 
cynicism, the preacher of assassination, 
tho apostle of treachery and intrigue, 
was both soft and humane by nature. 
‘The susceptibility of his nerves and 
the activity of his imagination, says 
Macaulay, inclined him to sympathise 
with the feelings of his fellow-mon, 
and to delight in the charities and 
courtesies of social life. He was a 
just aud beneficout ruler, an elegant 
critic of the fine arts, and an earnest, 
student of philosophy. Something of 
all this we might have hoped to dis- 
cover in Carlyle, when the recesses of 
his mind were laid open to the public 
gaze. But no, As regards any greate 
ness, sweetness, or generosity ofsoul with 
which we bad hoped to be able to credit 
him, Carlyle is ‘found out;’ the solemn 
sage, whom artista have depicted stand. 
ing on Chelsea Bridge by moonlight, 
with sad, prophetic eyes, and a short 
clay between his teeth, is discovered 
by his own act to have beon a selfish 
bypochondriac, not above vilifying the 
kindly friends under whose hospitable 
roof he was received, and embittering 
the existence of his dovoted wifo by 
his misanthropic rancour, Thoso must 
havo been heavy evenings to Mrs, 
Carlyle, when the ponderous footstep 
was heard on the stairs outside, aud 
the door burst open, and the grim 
philosopher stalked in with a sbeaf 
of blotted manuscript in his hands, 
which be thrast vindictively among 
the burning coals, and thon sat, 
glowering and morose, till bedtime. 
Nothing, it seems, could have been 
more perfect, more uncomplaining, than 
the devotion of this poor lady to the 
literary ogre sho had married. Yet he 
never saw it, Ho grumbled at tho 
oxpouso of an invalid-carriago for hor 
on the railway, and nover could find 
timo to procure hor the brougham that 
would have saved her a shooking 
accident. No; he accepted all ber self- 
denial throughout their married life, as 
though his by right, and then eaid ‘Ay 
de mi! Wae’s me!’ when her suffer. 
ings wore relioved by death. No 
wonder thata man with so warped a 
disposition should bave been a possi- 
mist. His own intellectual life,” says 
‘Mr. Henry James, who kuew him per- 
sonally, “consisted 80 mach in bemoan. 
ing the vices of his race, or drew such 
inspiration from despair, that be could 
not help regarding a man with con- 
tempt the instant be found him recon- 
ciled to the course of history. Pity 
was tho highest style of intercourse he 
allowed himself with his kind. He 
compassionated all his friends in the 
measure of his affection for them”—— 
speaking of ‘poor Jobn Mill’? and 
‘poor Frederick Maurice’ as if, adds 
Mr. James, the temple of his friend. 
ship were a hospital, and all its inmates 
scrofulous or paralytic. .A man of whom 
this may be said cannot be wholly 
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great. It is rather the sign of a 
diseased and morbid mind, for no one 
of powerful and healthy instincts spends 
his life iw railing at humanity ; still 
Jess is it possible for any man of 
generosity or sensibility to accept the 
favours of a friend, while turning him 
into bitter ridicule bebind his back. 

How long, then, the world will 
continue under the influence of this 
enouneer of shams, now that be has 
been exposed, under his own hand, as 
80 great a sham himself, is au interest- 
ing speculation. Many young men of 
intellect, who were once ardent nd- 
mirers of tho Carlylean philosophy, and 
perhaps, alas! imitators of the Carly- 
lean style, now begin to see in their 
hero no moro than a glorified gram- 
bler, a deified Diogenes, whose cynical 
forthpourings are found to be uusup- 
ported by suficiont largeness of soul to 
givo them any enduring philosophic 
weight. ‘The world does not like 
misantbropes, as a rule; nor does it 
much believe in them—which is far 
moro to the point. ‘Tho books of 
Carlyle will live, no doubt, and take 
their place among the English classics ; 
bat thoy will command uo more prac- 
tical consideration, and produce no 
more practical effect, than the writings 
of Balzac or Sir Thomas Browne. 
The samo prediction, too, may be 
hazarded with regard to tho so-called 
Carlylean style, which is of itsolf 
sufficiont to prevent all books written 
in that peculiar idiom from enjoying a 
widespread popularity. It was the aim 
of Macaulay to mnko tho task of 
roading his compositions as easy as 
possible to his renders. It seems 
to Lave been tho aim of Carlyle 
to mako the perusal of his books a 
bewildering Inbour, aud to produce a 
sensation in the mind of his readers 
analogous to that of stumbling painfully 
over the hardened clods of a ploughed 
field. For this reason alone, the works 
of Carlyle will be shelved while others 
of less intrinsic merit will be universally 
and daily read. ‘They will bo nuable 
even to hold their own against the 
writings of Nowman and Matthow 
Arnold, whose pure aud noble styles 
bear the same relation to the Carlylean 
diction that a symphony of Beethoven's 
bears to tho explosive sputter of damp 
fire-crackers, 

Tt may be said that a dead man 
desorves gentler treatment at the hands 
of survivors than Carlyle has received. 
We think uot, There is something 
provocative of just indignation in the 
discovery that for the whole of a man’s 
if bo has been the object of revereuce 
he did not deserve for virtues he did 
not poseess. The first impulse of an 
idolater on discovering the impoteney 
of his god is to smash it; and iu doing 
80, be discovers the very common clay 
of which it is composed. Carlyle 
may be compared to tho image which 
appeared to Nebuchaduezzar the King 
in bis dreams ; his head was of gold, but 
his fect part of iron and part of clay. 
We fully admit the gonoral application 








of tho saying, De mortuis nil nisi bonum. 
Our readers may, however, recollect 
the pointed retort in a review of the 
Greville Memoirs some years ago: 
Que messieurs les mors y commencent.

‘The deceased Churchman 
was in many respects one of the most 
remarkable men of the time, and decidedly 
the most many-sided of any man in the 
Establishment. No man,” says his re- 
vieweriu the Saturday, “commanded deeper 
attachment among those with whom he 
was connected by ties of family or friend- 
ship; and he had the most various, and 
perhaps the widest, acquaintance of all his 
contemporaries. He possessed the esteem 
and confidence of the Queen of her family ; 
he was one of the most brilliant aud pop- 
ular members of the best society in Eng- 
land; his personal relations with the 
clergy were uniformly friendly, though he 
was engaged in incessant controversy with 
almost every section of the body ; a reso- 
lute supporter of the principle of Church 
establishment, he cultivated the friendship 
and possessed the respect of many leadi 
Nonconformists : and finally he took genw. 
ine pleasure in communicating his own 
tastes and intellectual interests to meiabers 
of tho working classes.” ‘The life-work of 
the Dean of Westminster, to quote the 
Times, was to bring Christianity back to 
the lives of many who had passed from 
under its influence. “The spirit of the 
modern world, its cager enquiry, and its 
scientific temper are and have been in 
many important respects antagonistic to 
the spirit of traditional Christianity, Ben

they are impatient of mero mechanical 
dogma, the crystallised product of bygono 
metaphysic, and they are prone to regard it 
andall that itimplies as lifeless and obsolete. 
This tendency is encouraged by the too 
often illiterate and unhistorical temper of a 
good deal of modern science; and it was by 
means of history that Dean Stanley strove 
to effect a reconciliation of the religious 
and scientific tempers.” We cannot of 
course reproduce a specimen of everything 
that overy paper says about the Dean, 
and must very reluctantly pass over 
the delicate aud admirable remarks of the 
Spectator.

‘The horse may he taken to the pond, but 
it is difficult to make him drink, and 
the members of the Guild having to 
eat humble pie will not recover from the 
unfortunate position they took up. No 
one seems to know exactly how the dispute 
first arose, and it would be an advantage 
to know, as a future guide, whero the shoo 
really pinched, for at present I am not 
inclined to the opinion that respectablo 
Chinese will conspire to do anything di 
honest ina business point of view, Just 
fancy, now, what a dead lock we should 
have hore, if the Customs decided that all 
roduco must bo weighed on shipment.

For this Ihave to inform you, th 
and the people in general who are 
under my jurisdiction, wherefore you must 
know that foreigners come to trade not 
only at the province of Fohkien (but at 
other provinces as well); and such trading 
was and is done in accordance with treaties 
therefore it is fitting for whatever people, 
whether they be Chinese or foreign mer- 
chants, to live harmoniously, and on either 
side to peaceably carry on’ their calling. 
Furthermore they are not allowed to 
spread rumours that will create a disturb- 
ance, as, (by doing so), it would bring 
heavy punishment upon themselves. 

‘Any person or persons, from aud after 
the issue of this proclamation, be again 
found in spreading such rumours, he or

HONGKONG. 


We understand that the property known 
as the old Oriental Bank has changed hands 
for $105,000 ; it is not long since the owner 
now disposing of it bought it for $305,000, 
Pustau's old property, now occupied by 
Messrs. Gibb, Livingston and Co. and 
Messrs. MacEwen, Frickel and Co. has 
been sold, we believe for $310,000.” We 
hear that the premises of Messrs, Melchers 
and Co., Praya Central, which were some 
years since purchased ‘for $60,000, have 
been sold to Chinese for $150,000.’ This 
lot, it may be remembered, is the western 
portion of the fine building formerly known 
as Dent and Co.’s hong. Another sale is 
reported from Europeans to Chinese, viz., 
the premises occupied by Messrs. Falconer 
and Co. ‘This lot, which was purchased 
some months azo for $93,000, has been 
re-sold for $120,000.—China Mail, 
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NAGASAKI, 

On Monday evening, 29th August, the 
mutinious portion of the crew of. the 
‘American ship Richard Robinson, consisting 
of some sixteen hands, was transferred 
from the Japanese jail’ to their ship, she 
boing then loaded and ready for sea. As 
tho majority still persisted in refusing to 
surrender, there was no alternative but to 
take them on board in irons, administer 
the punishment their offences morited 
until such" time as they should decide to 
resume work, The animosity of the ring- 
Jeaders towards Captain Smith had not 
eon in any measure decreased by confine- 
ment, ‘This fact was manifested by one of 
them attacking him with his hand-irons 
shortly after arriving on deck, but the 
attempt was frustrated, for asthe man 
raised his hands, the Captain drew his 
rovolver and fired, shooting the man in the 
back of tho neck. ‘The ball passed through 
without damaging any vital part, but the 
wound was the causo of considerable loss 
of blood, which incapacitated the man 
from making the voyage ; he was con- 
sequently paid off and sont on shore. ‘The 
ship eventually towed out at midnight on 
Wednesday, having been detained until 
then by unfavourable woathr. ‘The ring- 
leaders in this affair are undoubtedly a 
dangerous set of men, and Captain Smith's 
position on board is ono which no person 
would envy. His arrival at Hongkong, all 
save, will bo anxiously looked for.—Rising

In passing directly to 
one of the three principal Embassies, ho 
recoives, therefore, an unmistakable recog- 
nition of the skill aud judgment that have 
distinguished his performance of the duties 
devolving upon him during the last two 
years.—Mail. 

We understand that oficial information 
has boon received that Sir Harry Parkes 
will return to Japan to resume his post 
hore, in October, an announcement which 
will be received with unqualified satisfac- 
tion by this community.—It has been 
suggested to us that Sir Harry Parkes’ 
arrival in Japan, to resume the duties of a 
post he has filled in most respects so well, 
would be a fitting occasion for this com: 
munity to manifest in some manner yet to 
bo determined, its appreciation of the 
value of his past services, spread over some 
fifteon years, to mark its disapprobation of 
the acrimonious and unjust attacks of Sir 
B, J, Reed and Mr. E. H. House, and also 
to express its confidence in his sagacity and 
judginent to deal with the dificulties 
incidental to the revision of the treaties 
with Japan. 

It will be remembered by members of 
the Race Club that—in view of the 
Aificulty, we might almost say the impos- 
ibility, of procuring Japanese ponies, fit 
for racing purposes, in Yokohama’ or 
Tokio,—it was decided that an effort 
should be made to get them down 
from the breeding districts. Thanks to 






































the assistance of General Saigo, Colonel 
Matsumura, and some of the other Ja- 
panese members of the Club, the necessary 
arrangements were made, and a sullicient 
number of gentlemen put down their names. 
With a view of creating a certain amount 
of rivalry between the different districts, 
it was decided to procure the ponies half 
from the north and the other half from the 
south. The Nambu ponies duly arrived 
last week, and were drawn for by the 
subscribers, and wo now learn that a 
tolegram has been received stating that eight 
ponies from Satsuma will arrive here by the 
M.B.M.S.S. Tokio Maru. They will there- 
fore reach here in suflicient time to be 
carefully trained for the autumn meeting, 
and if there should be any really good ponies 
amongst them, it will give an impetus to 
Japanese pony racing here, which was 
sadly needed. It seems strange to persons 
not actually interested, that, for so many 

ears, racing men here nave had such a 
liking for China ponies ; but this can easily 
be accounted for, A yood China pony 
costs, in many cases, less—laid down 
hero—than a bad Japanese one, and owuers 
therefore rather proferred to buy a China 
pony, which was almost certain to win a 
race, than to pay as much, if not more, 
for a native animal which ‘turned out to 
be only fit to put into a trap. It is there- 
foro to be hoped that tho present attempt 
will turn out successfully, and that some 

onies, reminding old residents of Sumurai, 

foctezuma, Hamlet, Typhoon, Molstots, 
and others, may make their appearance.— 
Herald. 

‘The rumoured sale of the properties of 
the Colonization Commission to-the asso- 
ciation of which Mr. Godai is prinicipal 
manipulator, appears to have excited some 
of our neighbours in Osaka to an extent 
that can hardly be said not to be warranted 
by tho very discreditable circumstances 
surrounding tho transaction. On the 20th 
ult, a meeting was held in ono of the 
theatres to protest against the sale, and an 
enormous crowd assembled, notwithstand- 
ing the intense heat. Several speakers 
inveighed against the action contemplated, 
and reference was freely made to Mr. 
Godai's exploits on the Dojima Rice 
Exchange in the causo of philanthropy and 
patriotism—only the speakers used other 
words to descrip Mr. Godai 
According to the Dsakw Nippo p 
ing in Hakodate is, if possible, more opposed 
to the measure ‘than on the mainland, 
When intelligenco of the project reached 
that town, a meeting was held by the lead- 
ing merchants. Suggestions were made to 

etition the Emperor during his approa 
ing visit, or to convene the whole population 
and enter a protest ex masse. Never before 
probably in the history of Japan has a 
transaction similar to that in question 
caused such ferment among the people, and 
we feel confident, as we remarked before, 
the Government will recognize the expedi- 
eney of bowing before the weight of public 
opinion.—Hioyo News.

MANILA. 


As to the destruction of property at 
Manila by the recent typhoons, we extract 
the following from the China Mail’s trans- 
lations from Manila papers :—The typhoon, 
which was announced by telegraph as hav- 





ing visited the island of Luzon on the 19th, 
turned out to be an important one in its 
effects. It began to blow on the afternoon 
of the 19th, and lasted till three o'clock the 
next morning. The vortex was calculated, 
to be about forty miles to the North of 
Manila, The destruction among the small 
crafts was immense. The British ship 
Titania, Captain Townsend, which arrived 
on the 18th from Cardiff, with a cargo of 
coal, went ashore near the Malecon, whore 
she is probably stranded on sand, The 
Masonic, also, it is said, went ashore in 
Cavite, where she had been anchored for 
sometime. Onshorethedestruction was also 
xreat, especially to houses of light construc- 
tion. According to the estimate of the Direc- 
tor of the Observatory of Manila, tho force 
of the wind reached sometimes the velocity 
of 100 miles per hour; though an exact ac- 
count cannot be given owing to the destruc- 
tion by the wind of the two anemometers 
possessed by the observatory. The direction 
of the gale appeared to be W.N.W., bit it 
cannot be said weather it has shifted or 
not before reaching the China coasts, ‘Tho 
lighthouse at St. Nicolas has disappeared 
altogether. During the night of the gale 
the “steamer Reina Mercedes was nearly 
colliding with the British barque W. H. 
Corsar, and to avoid this the steamer had. 
to keep the engines at full speed from the 
direction of the barque until the weather 
changed, 

‘To augment the series of catastrophes 
that have been succeeding each othor 
during the last few weeks,—what with 
earthquakes, typhoons, hail-stones, &e.,— 
a destructive whirlwind was reported to 
have oceurred in the village of Polo, near 
Bulacan, on the afternoon of the 19th, 
causing great destruction to a place named. 
Mabolo. Nearly the whole of the houses of 
light construction were razed to the ground, 
and two of stone suffered a like fate. But 
no loss of life was reported. This pheno- 
menon was also reported to have crossed 
the parish of Pineda, where it caused a 
great noise ; it carried away one man, one 
woman, and one bullock ; the last named, 
on being found, had ono of his horns 
knocked off. One house disappeared under 
the force of the tornado.

AUSTKACT OF PEKING Gazerres. 

August 8th.—(1) A decreo in answer to 
a memorial from the Consor Shao Chi- 
ch’eny, who represents that Wang Ch'ing- 
china First Secretary in tho Boatd ef 
Works, has beon placed on the stalf of 
olticials charged with the duty of superin- 
tending the arrangements for tho forth- 
coming Imperial funeral. Although it is 
generally allowable for a high official to 
place his son on any ordinary commission 
for the purpose of widening his experience, 
yet in this instance the Secretary in ques 
tion has been on duty at the Board a very 
short time, and the fact that he is now 
entrusted with a most important duty has 
given rise to much comment. Ho is 
accordingly to be removed from the staff. 
In the ease of two other Secretaries, Ching 
Li and Su Linz, their period of service has 
been longer, but a particular watch is from 
time to time to be kept upon their conduct 
by the high officers of the Board. 

(2) Memorial from Ming An, Military 
Governor of Kirin, applying for leave to 
throw open for cultivation the hunting 
grounds which lie at the south of his 
province and separate it from that of Féng- 
tien. In former times large herds of deer 
and other auimals would stray northwards 
from the Féng-t'ien hunting grounds, but 
since these latter grounds have been 
reclaimed there is scarcely an anim 
auy sort to be found in those of Kirin. 
Moreover, the tract of country in question 
is possessed of a rich soil and is said to show 
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on its surface signs of coal, lead, and iton. 
To ascertain more exactly its conditions, a 
commission was appointed to survey the 
ground lying between Su Mi on the east 
and Gh’ing Ting-tzii on the west, and their 
report being favourable bath as regards the 
richness of the soil and its mineral wealth, 
memorialist now prays that it may be 
entirely thrown open for all Chinese 
subjects who wish to settle there and 
bring it under cultivation.—Granted by 
rescript.

August 10th.—{1) A decreo in answer to 
@ memorial from the Ottice of Geudarmerie 
complaining that there is a yreat pressure 
of important work at present on their 
hands, and no funds wherewith to defray 
tho necessary expenses. ‘The salt manu- 
factories of Huai-au being largely in debt 
to the above Ottice, the Governor-General 
of the ‘T'vo Kiang provinces is directed to 
call upon the Salt Commissioner at once to 
raise a sum of ‘Tis. 40,000. Failing this, 
the Governor himself to collect this 
‘amount from any items there may be in the 
Provincial chest, and forward it with all 
despatch to Peking, where itis all-important 
that it shall arrive before the commenco- 
ment of the ninth month (tho date Sxed 
for tho late Empress’s funeral). ‘Tho Salt 
Commissioner is to be looked to fur the 
repayment of the loan. 

(2) Memorial from the Governor of the 
‘Two Kuang provinces, ‘The well-being of 

State depends largely upon the instita- 
jons and tho system of education estab. 
lished by those in authority, but among 
the lower classes the force of habit is 
paramount, Under these conditions it is 
all-important that the people should have a 
ood example set to them, and memorialist 
‘always deemed it his duty, when 
he hears of great and unobtrusive merit in 
private life, to bring the samo to the notice 
of His Majesty. ‘Two such cases he has 
recently discovered in the provinces under 
his care. Chu ‘Lz'ti-ch’i, a metropolitan 
graduate, was formerly Acti strate of 
tho Hsiang Ling district, in Shansi, in which 
capacity he undertook and brought to 
completion many important river works, 
reclaiming no less than 30,000 muw of land, 
upon which at the present time the inhabit 
ants depend largely for their subsisteuce. 
‘Momorialist heard of this himself whilst in 
Shansi. Chu Tz’a-ch’i has since lel a 
quiet and exemplary life, the good eifeets 
of which have made themselves widely felt. 
Among these is noticeable the fact that the 
village in which he resides is not in debt 
for arrears of laud-tax, a condition of 
things which is rare in the extreme 
throughout the province. ‘The second 
case is that of Ch'en-ui, a provincial 
graduate. He was formerly a friend of 
the Grand Secretary Tsing Kuo-fan, and is 
aman of most extensive learning and 
blameless life. His great influence for 
good manifests itself most unmistakeably 
in the character and deportment of those 
scholars who have enjoyed the advantage 
of being his pupils. Buth he and Cha 
‘T2'i-ci are past the age of seventy, and 
memorialist would be greatly wanting in 
his duty, were he to neglect bringing their 
names to the Imperial notice. 


































































Angust 11th.—(1) Postscript memorial 
from Ting Pao-chén, Governor-General of 
Szechuen, Some suspicious cireumsta: 
having been brought to light concerning 
one Chou Li-ho, who had risen from the 
ranks of the irregulars to the position of 
Lientenant-Colonel in the Chinese army, a 
search was instituted at his quarters, where 
several counterfeit seals and a number of 
spurious commissions and other documents 
were discovered. On being questioned he 
obstinately refused to make any explaua- 
tions, His design probably was to extort 
money and otherwise impose upon chance 
travellers, | Memorialist prayy that he way 
be stripped of his rank preparatory to 
being placed on his trial. 

‘August 12th.—A decree in answer to a 
complaint of the Board of War that, with 
the exception of Chékiang, no province has 
this year sent in a return of the cavalry 
ponies maintained in its various military 
camps. Indeed, most of the provinces have 
not submitted such a return for many 
years. Tho rule is hero enunciated afresh 
that in the tenth month of every year the 
returns must be regularly forwarded to the 
Board, who will embody them in a memorial 
to the Throne at the end of the year. 

(2) Memorial from Ching Lien, President 
of the Board of Revenue, who was lately 
directed to report on the ease of En Ch’tian, 
Superintendent of Live Stock and House 
Duty for the Eastern Division of Peking. 
‘This otticial has paid over in full the amount 
at which the rogular duties are assessed, 
but on the surplus assessment he shows a 
doticit of Tis. 15,824. Tho causes to which 
he attributes this deficit are (first) ; owing to 
the prolonged absonce of snow last winter 
and the lateness of tho rains this year, the 
drovers in chargoof the sheep and pigs which 
are annnally driven down to Peking had 
great difticulty in finding provender for their 
animals, aud the number that arrived at 
Poking was thus much smaller than usual. 
Secondly, thoso that did arrive could not 
find a ready market, and for the most part 
remained ontside the walls, Again, ponies 
arenow not allowed to be sold inside thecity, 
and the duty thus lostto his office is consider: 
able. Lastly, a great number of animals 
have this year been required for Imperial 
sacrifices, and such animals are by law 
duty-free, Memorialist considers that these 
causes are sufficient to explain the falling 
off in the duty receipts, and prays that, in 
accordance with precedent, the fine of two 
years’ salary, to which the Superintendent 
has rendered himself liable, may be 
graciously remitted. It is the duty of the 
Board, however, to recommend that, as 
usual ‘in these cases, he be required to 
make good three-fifths of Tis. 15,824, tho 
amount of his deficit, A decree on this 
subject has appeared in an earlier issue,

A CHINESE COLLEGE FoR sitaNomat. 
Tae education of Chinese youths in 
foreign languages and sciences is a 
subject which has for mavy years 
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attracted a good deal of attention on the 
part of the Government, and missionary 
enterprise has done more good in that 
direction than all the efforts of all the 
Chinese officials have accomplished. The 
announcement was made recently that 
the Go-ernment had resolved to recall 
the Chinese students sent to the United 
States ; but this is not done in the spirit 
of antipathy to the only real and radical 
progress which the country can make, 
that of a sound and high class education 
bestowed on young men to render them 
capable of working for their country’s 
good, The Chinese Government desire 
that youths should receive a sound 
education in English and other European 
Janguages, and also a thorough know- 
ledge of the sciences ; and the desire on 
the part of the people is evident from 
the fact that whenever examinations are 
held for admissions to any of the 
Government foreign schools, the number 
of applicaticns is always three or four 
times greater than the number of admis- 
sions which it is possible to make. The 
desire for foreign education is also 
amply demonstrated in Shanghai by the 
private efforts which are made in the 
Shape of small English schools, cou. 
ducted by foreigners who have failed 
in everything else and therefore quite 
naturally have come to the conclusion 
that their real mission in life is to 
be schoolmasters ; however inferior the 
qualifications of the teacher, the scholars 
crowd around him. The excellent Anglo- 
Chinese school conducted by Mr. Lanning 
of course occupies a higher place, but it 
is not extensive enough to meet the 
demand which exists. Latterly a number 
of Chinese who have picked up a smatter- 
ing of English have also established 
small schools in Shanghai. It has, 
however, been found that the Educational 
Mission abroad has not been conducted 
on proper principles, and the great 
fault is that Chinese youths in 
America become denationalized. They 
are sent abroad at the age of twelve to 
thirteen, too young to have avy know- 
ledge either of the literature of their 
own country, or of its laws and usages ; 
their minds are expanded with stores of 
Knowledge of western languages, arts, 
and sciences, but at the exponse of 
driving out of them any little aequaint- 
ance with their own country. They 
also acquire foreign customs, and be- 
come so much altered in habits that the 
home life is more or Jess distasteful to 
them. When the Government first pro- 
posed to send students to America, the 
objection was pointed out that the boys 
sent were too young, aud the collapse of 
the scheme was predicted on the very 
grounds on which has it has now taken 
place. The Rev. Young J. Allen, D.D., 
LL.D., of the Southern Methodist Mis- 
siou, was one who gave his advice against 
the project on the grounds stated ; and 
he now comes to the rescue with « scheme 
which will afford all the advantages of 
a foreign education for young Chinese 
students, with none of the disadvantages 
which have operated ayaiust the success 
of those sent to Am . Dr. Allen 
has been ideutified with the cduca- 
tional movement in China from the 
very first, having been here for twenty- 
two years; fifteen of these have 
Deen Spent in the Government School 
attached to the Kiangnan Arsenal, the 


























establishment of which was contem- 
poraneous with the founding of the 
‘Pung-wen Kuan at Peking, under the 
superintendence of Dr. Martin. Had 
the students sent abroad first undergone 
three or four years’ study at the Govern- 
ment School at Shanghai, or a similar 
institution, the result would have been 
very different. During these years Dr. 
Allen has translated a large number 
of educational books, besides having 
written many origival works, and has 
also for fourteen years been editing a 
Chinese newspaper and other periodicals. 
Having been so long connected with the 
educational work in China, and being 
so deeply interested in it, Dr. Allen 
has now promulgated a scheme to 
meet the demand for foreign academic 
and college education, which will confer 
an immense benefit on the Chinese ; and 
having resigned his connection with the 
Government educational institution here 
to assume the Superintendeucy of the 
Southern Methodist Mission, he wishes 
to avail himself of the opportunity to 
reorganise the mission operations by the 
development of the educational system 
of the Mission with the view of meeting 
this demand. ‘The’ plan now contem- 
plated, and which is approved by the 
Chinese local authorities, is to establish 
a college in the English Settlement, fully 
organised and cquipped with an efficient 
staff of teachers, and necessary appliances; 
aud branch institutions or academies in 
the French Concession and in Hongkew. 
Thefirstofthe academies will be built close 
to Dr. Allen’s Church, at the south-west 
corner of the French Concession ; plans 
ave already prepared for a building of 
two storeys, 62 fect in length and 38 feet 
in width, and capable of accommodating 
from 250 to 300 pupils. Building opera- 
tions are to commence this week, and 
it is expected that the school will be 
opened at the Chinese New Year. Fol- 
lowing this one, a similar building will 
be erected in Hongkew, and it is anti- 
cipated that in two years, or three 
at the most, pupils will be sufficiently 
advanced to enter on the college course, 
and by that time the central institution or 
college will be ready for their reception. 
‘The staff’ of the branch institutions will 
consist of two foreign and six or seven 
native teachers. A preparatory depart- 
ment will also be attached to the central 
institution, so that there will really be 
three schools feeding the college proper. 
‘The pupils attending the French Con- 
cession aud Hongkew schools will come 
and go every day; but at the central 
institation there will be accommodation 
for a limited number of boarders, so that 
youths from the country can avail them- 
selves of it. The course of studies will 
embrace a thorough academic and college 
curriculum, extending over eight years. 
‘The schools and college will be conducted 
on the principle of Christian institutions 
at home; a closer analogy, perhaps, 
being that presented by the Hindoo 
College in Calcutta, founded by Dr. Duff 
on an evangelical basis. ‘The Bible 
will be one of the text books, and the 
highest culture in languages and sciences 
will be given, and shown to be in no 
way incompatible with  Christiani 
It is intended to make the tuition 
entirely free, unless in the event of too 
many applications for admission being 











made, in which case a nominal fee may 





have to be charged as a limiting provi- 
sion more than anything clse. If the 
schools and college were opened only to 
youths whose parents could afford to 
pay, the advantages would only be reaped 
by the sons of wealthy Cantonese and 
Fohkienese traders, and the education 
received would only be for commercial 
purposes; but by opening the door free 
of charge, the childron of the literary 
class,—which are of course poor—will 
be able to avail themselves of tho bene- 
fits of this most laudable and generous 
scheme of mission enterprise. 





‘TYPHOONS. 

‘The Chinese gunboat Fei Yuen arrived 
at Amoy on the 3ist Aug., from Pescadores 
bringing the Captain and crew of the 
Danish barque Flensborg, which vessel was 
totally lost on Table Island during a 
typhoon on the night of the 27th Aug. 
Amoy Gazette. 

‘The Mitsui Busan Co,’s 8.8. Yoritomo 
Maru, Captain Cottor, pat in to Nagasaki 
on ‘Thursday morning, September Ist, to 
land a crew of seventeen Chineso sailors 
whom tier had rescued from the wreck of 
a large fishing junk that had come to griof 
in the typhoon, in the vicinity of Woosu 
At the time they wore picked up they wore 
clinging to the junk’s storn, only a small 
portion of which was above water, The 
distressed fishermen were handed over to 
the Japaneso authorities, from whom they 
wero afterwards transferred to the charge 
of Mr. U. Tsing, H.1.C.M.'s Consul, who, 
in addition to personally thanking Captain 
Cotter and his officers, has addressed a 
letter expressing the gratitude of all o 
cerned, About 150 miles from Shanghai 
the Yoritomo came up to another large 
junk at anchor, dis.nastod ; the crew, how- 
ever, declined ‘the offer of a passage, as 
they’ had hopes of saving the yessol.

JAPANESE “BROKERS” IN FUSAN, COREA. 

‘The latest report from Corea furnished 
to the Mainichi Shimbun states :—It is 
really a matter of great sorrow that the 
large (Japanese) merchants at Fusan are so 
hampered with and importuned by poor 
settlers that they cannot attend to their 
business, and that even the time of the 
Japanese Consulate is so fully occupied 
with the beggars that there is hardly any 
leisure left to attend to the commercial 
duties of the office. There aro at. prosent 
more than two thousand five hundred 
Japanese, inhabiting about four hundred 
houses, in the settlement. ‘There are 
only some sixty firms actually engaged in 
commerce between Japan and Corea,— 
recognised substantial traders,—whileabout 
one hundred and seventy are Nakagai Sho 
(commission merchants or brokers) pos- 
sessed of neither funds nor capital. Then we 
have one hundred retailers, and the balance 
of tenements—about ono hundred—are 
restaurauts, or the shops and residences of 
artizans, workmen, and coolies. Even the 
retail-dealers and restaurateurs, when their 
legitimate business is dull act as ‘brokers,’ 
Thus, it will be seen only one-thirteonth 
of the four hundred houses of which the 
settlement consists, are occupied by bond 
fide traders, while almost all the remainder 
‘are taken be Nakagai-sho. The numerical 
preponderance of these latter has interfered 
with the merchants in their dealings as, 
nerally, no purchases could be effected 
withont their intermediation. However, 
since last year two or three traders havo 
made great efforts to put a stop to these 
abuses, and to carry ona ‘direct trade’ 
with the Coreaus. “In that intent, they 
entered into a mutual agreement, and have 
managed to establish a small direct trade at 
the expense of the Nakagai-sho. As thero 
is unfortunately some prospect of famine 
in the interior of Corea this year, neither 
rico nor other grain has been ’ brought 























to the ports, and tho Nakagai-sho wero 
in very bad case in the course of April and 
May last. Hence some of them werd 


desirous of any émoute that might tond to 
better their condition. Indeed they pro- 
cipitated a disturbance. About one 
hundred of them went in groups to Torai 
Fw on the 5th August. ‘Their reason was, 
forsooth, that two Japanese merchant firms 
had been able to procure rice, while nono 
had arrived and been disposed of through 
the brokers. Mizoguchi and Tomita had 
indepently procured some rice. This has 
caused great disgust amongst the Nakagai- 
sho, who discovered that a certain citizen 
of the Coreau metropolis named Cho- 
Sontatsu, had entered into an absolute 
contract ‘with the two Japaneso traders 
d sent a certain native police official to 
Kiuho, tho entrepot for the sale of cereals 
brouglit from the interior, to ensure 
delivery to Messrs. Mizoguchi and Tomita. 
‘Lhereupon ‘several tens’ of brokers resolved 
to remonstrate with Cho-Sentatsu and, 
if negotiations were fruitless, to bring an 
action before the Torai Fu authorities 
against him, Thus they wore about to 
proceed in force to town. Some of tho 
older men among them, however, moderated 
their impatience and persuaded theta first 
of all to consult the Japanese Consul ; and 
that gentleman found that official inter- 
ruption of private trade was not reasonable, 
and proceeded, according to promise, to 
‘orai Fu on the 5th Aug. to inquire into the 
er. Morethanseventy Nakagai followed 
him. A very amicable conferenco ensued ; 
but the brokers are said to have behaved 
very rudely before they left the town, which 
they did not do until after nightfall. 

‘The Tsnshima shizoku at Fusan continue 
to act in a most disorderly manner, and the 
other settlers are mach annoyed by them. 

Fear of drought is universal in the 
interior of Corea this year. The rich rice 
fields in the vicinity of Torai Fu are 























blighted and yellow. Owing to the extreme 
heat, water, even sufticient for drinking, is
